LAWS  be  available  until  December,  1979. 


However,  an  updated  version  of  any  part  of  the 
code  may  be  obtained  from  the  Legislative  Council 
for  immediate  use. 

Anyone  needing  the  latest  version  of  specific 
parts  of  the  code  has  several  format  choices 
from  which  to  choose  when  ordering  from  the 
Council . 

1.  The  requested  code  sections  can  be  printed 
(typewritten)  on  computer  paper  at  a  nominal 
cost,  usually  $5. 

2.  The  sections  can  be  printed  (typewritten) 
on  good  white  paper.   The  requestor  may  specify 
the  margins  and  general  printing  format  desired. 
The  basic  cost  of  this  type  of  copy  is  10j6   a 
page.   However,  there  is  an  additional  service 


charge  if  there  are  multiple  code  sections 
that  need  to  be  selected  at  random,  rather 
than  entire  chapters  or  titles. 

3.   The  sections  can  be  produced  in  camera- 
ready  (typeset)  copy  for  specific  code  Titles 
or  combinations  of  code  sections.   This  is  the 
format  used  when  there  is  a  need  for  a  large 
number  of  reproductions. 

In  addition,  as  individual  volumes  of  the 
printed  code  are  delivered  to  the  Council 
offices  (the  printer  estimates  delivery  of 
five  per  month),  code  subscribers  may  pick 
up  the  individual  volumes  as  they  are  received, 
The  Council  will  not  automatically  mail 
partial  sets  of  the  code,  but  will  do  so 
upon  special  request.
